present era and the time when the 
Roman Empire was threatened by 
the Goths. He drew attention to 
the fact that the Gennans have al- 
ways been the aggr^rs^and that 
a letter written in those' times from 
Gaul was remarkably similar to one 
which ,wouki to-day be received 
frorn-^ Paris and published In the 
New Yorker. 

Mr. MacLennan expressed the 
opinion that the slogan "Nothing 
matters now but Victory" Is entire- 
ly erroneous. The winning of the 
peace is even more essential, and 
the çpmmon people should see that 
they make it their peace, and do 
not permit old men who have been 
running affairs since the days be- 
fore 1914 to take a part in future 
settlements. The speaker advocat- 
ed continuous discussion of peace 
aims, and said It would be worth< 
while for students to get up at 
street corners to air their views, 
even if they were sent to jail for It 
The lack of national spirit was 
deplored by Mr. MacLennan. The 
country is divided by rival prov' 
Inccs in which there are different 
standards of education, wages, 
health, and so forth. He expresses 
the opinion that the French Cana 
dians are exploited and misunder- 
stood, that their problem is mis- 
represented and leads to national 
discontent He suggested that as 
Canadians have no common his- 
torical background, language or cul- 
ture, they should establish a com- 
mon aim to cement their Interests.

.' Professor Jolin Culliton will leave 
McGill shortly to join tlic R.C.A.F.-McGill 
will lose one of its best-known and bcst- 
belovcd teachers, and the Air Force will 
gain a man whose work in any realm, from 
fighting to maintaining esprit dc corps, 
could scarcely be duplicated. 

Professor Culliton should not be called, 
in strict terms, a teacher. He always de- 
plored "leaching." His one aim was to 
rather create in the minds of his students 
an abiding and inquisitive interest in 
economics, so that they would delve into 
the subject of their own free will. 

No professor who is sinccrclv interested 
in i' his subject could ask a tribute more 
convincing than that students attend — 
and enjoy-:^his lectures. .That tribute has 
been paid Professor Culliton ever since he 
beg^n lecturing here. Students who take 
Economics merely as a filler course end 
up by continuing or honouring in it; En- 
gineering students, taking a course in 
economics in practical science, turn out to 
a man to hear lectures at which no attend 
ancc is taken. 

In addition to this tacit and continuing 
commendation, Professor Culliton has re 
cently been shown two more marks of 
esteem. First, ho was chosen to look after 
McGill har%'c«ter8; second, he has received 
a very convincing tribute in the resolution 
passed at the Students' Society meeting 
yesterday. 

Professor Culliton can leave McGill 
knowing that the students sincerely regret 
his going; that he will be very decidedly 
missed; that on his return he will be wcl 
corned in a fashion seldom shown tn a 
member of the teaching staff. The hcort- 
iest good-wishes of all McGill go with 
Professor Culliton.

Music Notes 



GIUSEPPI VERDI 
Musical Genius of Italy 

Today there arc still some groups of musical 
enthusiasts who consider opera an Inferior 
form of musical entertainment. If they would 
only admit It, I believe they would say that 
its excessive .^.length and complicated score 
niakc It excc'edlngly tedious and sometimes in- 
comprehensible. How many of them are aware 
of the fact that some of Mozart's finest music 
occur In his operas? That Beethoven strove 
all his life to find a suitable libretto for a 
second opera. That Schubert failed to produce 
an opera In spite of many attempts. 

The greatest creative musical force since 
Franz Schubert's death In 1828— Gluseppl Verdi 
was born In 1813 in extreme poverty at a 
little hamlet at Lc Rencole In' Italy, his fathér 
being a keeper of one of those inns that re- 
semble more a cowshed than an inn. Each day 
he walked three miles to the tiny hamlet ot 
Busseto in the province of Parma. When VèrdI 
was eight or thereabouts, bis father procured 
a broken-down spinet, which was repaired by 
a neighbouring workman, CavalettI, and was 
no small source of delight to little Gluscppl's 
heart (Today it can be seen at the Museum 
at Milan.) • 

Just before his nineteenth birthday, Verdi, 
through the kindness of BarezU, a grocer of 
Bussèto, went to Milan but was refused en- 
trance to the Conservatoire on the grounds of 
being over age. He married Barezzl's daughter 
Margherita in 1836 and In 1839 produced his 
first opera, OBERTO, which all but flopped. 
The second was a decided flop. 

The greatest series , of tragedies that could 
happen to any human being befell Verdi at 
this time (1840). His favorite son died and two 
months later his other child, a girl, followed 
by his wife. 

Within three months at 27, Verdi lost his 
beloved wife and children. .Such experience 
left Its mark on Verdi— poignancy and tragic 
intensity arc to be found In his great works, 
but they are the fruits of a profoundly experi- 
enced nature, which consumed and digested its 
experience, instead of rejecting it. 

Verdi was of unusually serene temperament 
and enjoyed in later life magnificent health. 
He is described as a man of genius, simple and 
not intellectual. Quite the contrary, he was a 
genius In every sense ot the word. Composing 
Verdi's music was no small task. His second 
wife wrote: "O GodI Grant that Verdi shall 
compose no more operas." Her description of 
him was as follows: an Iron nature that un- 
derstood the most delicate as well as the most 
inspiring sentiment. 

Here was a man who, like Mozart, had that 
infallible touch for musical perception; who 
mastered the brass of (he orchestra as well as 
the great Wagner in his opera AIDA, yet 
could rise so triumphantly as 'in the aria 'O 
Patria Mia* from the same opera, with tha 
most exquisite economy of Instrumentation 
unknown since the days of Gluck and Mozart. 
At the age of eighty this man who had pro- 
duced such gems as Aida, Ballo in Maschera, 
Don Carlos, Ernani, Forza del Destino, Mac- 
beth, La Travlata, Rigoletto, H Trovatore. who 
had delved in the works of Hugo, Dumas. 
Shelley, and Shakespeare among others for 
inspiration, returned once more to the brilliant 
Shakespeare and with the fires of his genius 
still ablaze wrote two of the finest operas in 
existence — FALSTAFF and OTHELLO, the 
former an adaptation of the 'Merry Wives of 
Windsor.* 

And this at an age when inspiration Is dead 
and men are feeble! 

This week the Metropolitan is broadcasting 
the ever popular LA TRAVIATA with a new 
Violetta, Lucia Albanoso and Charles Kuliman 
as Alfredo with Lawrence Tibbett as the elder 
Germonte. .-R. p. s.

"NINE PINE STREET' 

Yesterday evening at Victoria Hall, the 
Montreal Repertory Theatre offered Its second 
dramatic presentation of the year. "Nine Pine 
Street" is a well-conceived story from the pens 
of John Colton and Carlton Miles, based on 
the noted trial of Lizzie Borden for dual 
homicide in Fall River, Mass. in 1887. The 
alteration of names and places raakcs^the 
play a gripping episode, with a clevér under 
lying satire on ihter-dénominàUonal church 
P0miCS.||fi||g||^-si ■. 

Mildfed^Mlicheil doubles as director and 
star with considerable success. The action is 
well organized and holds together through 
occasional lapses In characterizations. -As cent- 
ral character, she dominates her èvéiry scene, 
and makes of the heroine a real, personkbie, 
sympathetic individual. Thomas McBrlde plays 
her leading man with feeling and a good deal 
of finesse. Hal Grindon as Dr. Powell is best 
of the supporthig cast, maintaining a unity of 
role which others do not consistently aebleye. 
Beiyl Dann as Mrs. Holden. Charles SuUivan 
as a detective-lieutenant, and Altred Dann as 
a salt-fldden sea-capiain give neat and work< 
manlike performances. 

Eileen Clifford Is smoothly hateful as the 
other woman; Richard Matthews cuts a realis- 
tic figure as the heroine's fatlier, biit his ex- 
pression lacks depth and a few of his lines 
fall short of maximum effect. Thé cantanker- 
ous, benevolent maid is well done by Ltilian 
Rowland; Elsie Pools, Althca MacLoan, and 
Marie Osier strew gossip and local c6lour 
through the warp and woof of the' story; the 
cast Is completed by Andrée Longlols as a 
Ffrà^^Mwntrglrt, Gordon Meyers as the 
UnitaHan^âniister, and Robert Goodler as a 



cub reporter. The single set is attractive and 
In accurate taste; costumes, make-up, and 
lighting leave nothing to be desired. The play 
as a whole is a creditable reflection on the 
versatile and attractive Miss Mitchell and on 
the MRT organizational staff.

A Visit to the 
Univ, de Montreal 



Letter Forum 



It seems scarcely credible that right in the 
centre of Montreal Island thero could exist a 
university building over a quarter of a mile 
long with six side extensions each over SOO 
feet In length, with over fifty elevators to 
transport students from tho ground floor to 
any of the eight stories,. with a hospital. of its 
own, to train its medical students In, with a 
tower|fOf|book stacks eighteen stories high 
(and an elevator to get the books down), with 
its own reservoire, and own electricity distri- 
bution, with two large recreation rooms con- 
taining pool tables and the like per floor, with 
sound Insulated ceilings hi all the classrooms 
and countless other luxuries of modem science. 
It does seem scarcely credible that such a 
place^ could exist, and yet that Is exactly what 
the new building of the Université de Mont- 
real Is like. 

We could go on indefinitely tell you about 
all its wonders . . . how it has an almost exact 
replica in Madrid, Spain, copied several years 
ago, of how seven Wuion dollars, has already 
been spent on it- and -another^three or four 
million is expected to be spent on it before iu 
total completion in three years time, and of 
how it is going to have A church of its own 
in addition to its chapel, auditorium and 
gigantic library. But you probably won't be- 
lieve it all. Even we who have seen it can 
scarcely believe that it was not some Kubla 
Kahn dream we had of the ideal university. 

The deans of the Faculties at U. of M. who 
conceived, nourished and bred the building 
since 1824 arc justly proud of their "baby." 

We met M. Arthur LeveiUe, dean of the 
Faculty dés Sciences and Canon Emile Char- 
tier, dean of the Faculty des Lettres during 
our visit Dean L eyeilte,^t hough French- 
Canadian by birth, wiajTSiScated at tho Uni- 
versity of London where he studied mathe- 
matics. He teaches mathematics at U. of M. 
now in addition to holding many other Im- 
portant positions with the university. He was 
very friendly ... it seems that the more a 
French Canadian is educated the friendlier he 
becomes .... and bis manners were delight 
fully chivalrous.' Ho asked us what we were 
studying and he answered our questions about 
his career. We next went to visit the Dcan-of 
the Facilite des Lettres and vlce-recteur ot:the 
University. 

Canon Chartier, also French Canadian by 
birth, spoke flawless English and spent over 
an hour taking us about the new building and 

describing It to us with the enthusiasm of a 
young boy over the greatest happening of his 
life. We felt very Important walking by the 
side of a Dean and feeling the students eyes 
upon us as they grectéà Canon Chartier. 
Canon Chartier has a wonderful sense of 
humor and an appreciation for the sensational. 
He kept the library to show, us till tho end of 
our visit, and while we stood lost in its mag- 
nitude and beauty he told us a true story . . 

It seems 'the President of tho Carnegie 
Foundation came up to see the new building. 
Canon Chartier showed him around, and 
although he bowed and was very polite 
wherever he went, he said absolutely nothing 
the whole time. Finally, Canon Chartier. 
growing more and more desperate, showed 
him the library. And beljeve it or not but the 
President of the Carnegie Foundation took one 
look at the hugeness of the library and gasped. 
"GoshI" he said, admiringly. 

A few days later one of- the students who 
had accompanied Canon Chartier and President 

around the building, came to see 

Canon ci«rtjer.ji^> , ..' 

''That^eiTtlemaii who visited us the other 
day didn't say very much, did he?" 

"No," answered Canon Chartier, "only one 
word, but It was a very, valuable word." 

"How do you mean?" asked the puzzled 
student 

•That 'gosh'" replied Canon Chartier, 
"meant a cheque for a million dollars to help 
complete the building. Yes, it was certainly a 
valuable word." ' 

We were taking leave of U. of M. when 
Canon Cbartier brought up a question which 
had been in our minds during a large' part ot 
the visit 

"I suppose you are wondering why I have 
taken the trouble to show you around?" he 
said. 

We agreed. 

"Well^ you see I have a (}cgreè from McGIU, 
mysélf.» • 

"Really, in what?" 
"An LL.D." 

"Why, ot course." We then remembered that 
McGIU had conferred an LL.D. upon Canon 
Chartier at our last convocation and we felt 
stupid not to have remembered. 

There are many things about U. of M. that 
are unknovm to a large number of McGlll 
students. For instance the University gives no 
course in Arts leading to a B.A. degree and It 
eraslders a BA. a very elementary 'degree. If 
you want to study arts' you go to one of the 
affiliated colleges scattered throughout the 
city. There arc however a number of graduate 
faculties ... for example Faculté de Philosophe. 
Faculté des Lettres, Faculté dc Théologie etc. 
For thé students who wish to study science, 
there is à one year pre-science course. 

Including all tite' affiliated colleges, the 
university has some four thousand students of 
which com* iive hundred are women. 



The Editor, McGill Daily, 

Dear Sir,— It must be rather en- 
couraging for all those who value 
the freedom of speech and expres- 
sion to see the large number of let- 
ters appearing in the "Daily" in 
protest against, the action of the 
Student Executive Council In ban 
ning last week's meeting of the 
Student Labor Club. In marked 
contrast to the number of letters 
of protest, none has yet appeared 
defending the ban. This state of 
affairs should maice it clear to the 
Student Council where the opinion 
of the majority lies. 

If this dictatorial action of the 
Council Is to pass unchallenged, 
then it will only servo as a danger- 
ous precedent to further action ot 
a similar nature which violates 
free speech in a most flagrant 
manner. The excuse given was 
that the meeting was of a political 
nature. Well, what about It? I'm 
afraid that the Student Executive 
Council will Just have to become 
accustomed to the Important role 
which political thought Is destined 
to play In the future of McGill 
students as well as of citizens of a 
democracy In general. As this war 
goes on. the same political ferment 
which gave rise to the Beverldge 
Report In ' England, wUl begin to 
materialize among us here, in Can- 
ada, as a manifestation of the 
workings of a healthy democracy. 
Students, as the "leaders of to- 
morrow" must know where they 
stand In regard to this all-Impor- 
tant question. Arc they going to 
discuss political questions while at 
college, or arc they going to wait 
until they get out, after the war, to 
begin to plan for post-war condi- 
tions? It will then be too late, and 
after another quarter of a century, 
we will undoubtedly find ourselves 
once more in the midst of an even 
bloodier holocaust than this pre- 
sent one. A step in the right direc- 
tion was . taken by the, much- 
maligned ''Daily'* In insUtuting a 
column of political comment. 

Was the meeting to have been 
held by the Student Labor Club 
one which would divide student 
opinion in wartime? I should hope 
not I would be very' unpleasantly 
surprised to find any student on 
the campus who shares M. Dra- 
peau's convictions about the pres' 
cnt "holy" war in which we are 
engaged to the bitter end. As one 
who has in the p'ast been privil- 
eged In hearing M. Jean Charles 
Harvey, one of the foremost French- 
Canadian Intellectual leaders and 
editor of the excellent newspaper, 
"Lc Jour," can safely maintain that 
McGill students have been depriv 
ed ot a most Interesting and in- 
structive event by the ban on the 
meeting of the Student Labor Club. 
How about a full explanation, gen- 
tlemen?

Letters ha,vc been pouring Into 
the Daily recently condemning the 
failure of this university to carry 
out Its part In the war effort: mat- 
ters-like the I.S.S. rally. Student 
Labour "meeting" and others have 
been brought up, yet the most con- 
spicuous example of utter solfisb- 
nes and wastfulness passes unscath- 
ed. In y^ur editorials, Mr. Editor, 
you have vainly urged the students 
to subscribe |1 each to help a very 
worthy charity drive, and you 
seemed at a loss to explain the rea-. 
sons for the apathy shown by the 
students towards the drive, I put 
it to you, Mr, Editor, that one good 
reason is that many students arc 
saving their money to throw away 



on the Junior Promi and arc influ- 
encing their friends to "dodge the 
draft" on their pocketbooks and not 
subscribe to the charities. Also, 1 
wonder how many of our patriotic 
students who have been condemn, 
ing the various disgraces to McGfll's 
war effort are at the same time 
adding to this further disgrace. 

People who could "not afford" 
another War Savings Certificate or 
$1 for charities arc eagerly sub- 
scribing $4 for their dance tickets. 
In addition to this, there is the coM 
of dress suits and evening gowns 
with. all tho trimmings, and the use 
of taxis and cars In spite of the fact 
that the gas and tire situation is so 
serious that SO per cent of the city's 
taxis are being withdrawn from the 
streets, s 

In England, formal affairs were 
abandoned several years ago under 
the leadership ot the King and 
Queen. Even In Montreal, probably 
less affected by the war than any 
large city, such functions as the St. 
Andrew's Ball have beèn cancelled 
as being ostentatious and unneces- 
sary when the whole civilized 
world Is fighting for existence. 

Yet here In McGill, where ath- 
letics have been reduced to a mini- 
mum and social life generally Is 
based on standards of wbr-timc 
Mmpllcity, we are to see the edify- 
ing spectacle of thousands ot dol- 
lars being wasted on one evening's 
entertainment where both sexes 
may display the extravagance of 
their Idea^ and their Ignorance of 
what is going on In the world 
around them. 

The complacent residents of 
Singapore and Pearl Harbour at- 
tended such dances while the Japa- 
n&te bombs were falling a few 
miles away; a speedy retribution 
overtook them, and no one denied 
that it was well-deserved. This may 
be taking a strong alarmist attitude, 
but perhaps the promoters and sup- 
porters of the Junior Prom need 
some such shock to open their eves 
and understanding. 

And moreover, this has been ad- 
vertised as merely the FIRST for- 
mal ot the year. What next?

It he 
is so overworked, how did he ever 
find time to write the letter, and 
why didn't he sign his name to this 
expraslon of egotistical and nar- 
row..viewpoInts? I am certain that 
this .war shall be won without his 
support even though I doubt his in- 
ability to wrench himself away 
from his books for one hour a 
month, or to give his blood once 
every two months. Or has he be 
come anaemic under the excessive 
strain of working? 

I should also like to refer you to 
Mr. R, Sheldon's letter; he consid 
ers the necessity for any war^ effort 
on our part relatively unimportant 
You two seem to think that we 
only need to do all that is required 
of us, and that no voluntary effort 
is necessary or even desirable, I'd 
like to remind you free students, 
and I shall persist In doing so, that, 
regardless of the strain of work, 
there is, first of all, a war to be 
won.
